WOOL AND WOOLKN BAGS. 


A correspondent calla the JOCBNAL 


to account for some of its utterances 
on the shoddy question and intimates 
that it knowingly misrepresented the 
matter, which, however, is not the fact. 
The duty on woolen rags and on mango 
is ten cents a pound. Mango is an- 
other name for shoddy, and as the im- 
ported article is said to be scoured as 
clean as it is possible to get it, manu- 
facturers are said to use it in prefer- 
ence to wool, as it is much cheaper and 
therefore more profitable. It is stated

Maine, the formula for the 


manufacture of wooleu cloth is fifty 
p»r c«nt. ihoddy and fifty per cent, 
wool, and in eome of the New England 
mills it is said to be ninety percent, 
shoddy, or woolen rags, and ten per 
cent. wool. 


The Tariff act of 1890 divides wool 


into three classes, which, briefly stated, 
are: Merino or down clothing wools; 
L9icester,or long wools, and Dondkoi or 
carpet wools. Vh • laty upon wool of 
tho first class is elevou cents per pound; 
upon wooln of the second class twelve 
cintB per pound, uud upon wools of 
tho third clans fifty per cent, ad va- 
lororn. Tho duty ou wuahotl wools of 
the first eltiSri is twice that on unwashed 
woola of the same class, and on scoured 
wools three times that on unwashed 
wools, that is thirty-three and thirty- 
six cents per pound, respectively. As 
tho duty on scoured woolen rags, or 
mungo, is only ten cents per pound the 
profit to tho manufacturer, who uses 
from fifty to ninety per cent, shoddy, 
must be much greater thau if he used 
wool, ou which the tariff is thirty-three 
or thirty-six cents per pound. 


AH eminent uu authority on wool as 


Mr. Thomas Nelson 
of Humboldt 


county states that ring waste, which 
consists of scoured clothing wool pre- 
pared according to a certain formuJf, 
is being imported by manufacturers, to 
the detriment of American wool grow- 
era, because the tariff on it is less than 
on scoured wool. With the duty on 
scoured wooleu rags, the material of 
whiijb .shoddy and muugo is composed, 
three and u half times leas than on 
scoured wool the inducement to use 
the rags or Bhoddy is too great for the 
ordinary manufacturer to resist, and 
tho result is shoddy clothing. There is 
scarcely a professional man or a clerk 
iu it clothing or dry goods house that 
does not wear imported cloth, because 
of tho preponderance of shoddy in the 
home manufactured article, and the 
writer could name woolgrowers who 
apologize for doiug the same thing. 


The JOCKS- VL bogs to assure its cor- 


respondent thut it does not knowingly 
misrepresent the tariff question or any 
of its numerous phases. It has repeat- 
o.lly referred to the use of shoddy by 
nvi : ifiuturers to the injury of wool- 
gr , i i-o. By shoddy it meant woolen 
raxf, on which the duty ia nominal as 
compared with scoured wool, and It is 
assured by wool growers, who have 
large flocks, that the use of shoddy in 
the manufacture of woolen goods in 
the United States ia one of the causes 
which sends the price of American 
wool three cents per pound below the 
tariff ou imported woo) of the same 
character. In proof of this assertion, 
they state the fact that that there is 
not much more thnu half the wool re- 
quired for home consumption produced 
in the United States; yet the value of 
imported wool forthefirst nine months 
of the current fiscal year is $12,469,000 
less than iu the corresponding mouths 
of the last fiscal year, when the tariff 
was the same as it is to-day. As there 
is no scarcity of woolen goods, the 
logical inference is that woolen rags or 
shoddy ia being used instead of wool.

Which Fifty Millions are Stored.

The huge vault at the Philadelphia j 


mint, known as vault C, in which has ' 
been sealed up for nearly four yeara 
50,000,000 of standard silver dollars, 
has been opened, and the long and 
laborious task of counting this big 
amount of money haa begun. As the j 
occasion was deemed one of import- j 
ance, there was observed some little! 
formality. Dr. Caleb Whitehead has 
gone on from Washington to represent 
the mint bureau, Frank Sartori repre- 
sented Superintendent Townsend, and 
W. L. Bosbyshell, Col. Bosbyshell's 
son, represented the former superin- 
tendent. William E. Morgan, United 
States Treasury examii.. •, was also 
present.

Daniel N. Morgan, who, with his son, 
happened to be in the city, and accom- 
panied by Major Worman, witnessed 
the breaking of the seal and afterward 
made a tour of inspection of the mint.

lines. The House Committee on Post- 
otlices is now considering a bill to 
place the telegraph lines under Federal 
control as the mails.

ered an address of welcome, G. W. 
Baker was President of the day, Di-

de Young, Governor 


Colcord and others spoke on the occa- 
sion, and ex-Governors Blasdell, Kin- 
kead and Adams, and ex-Lieutenant 
Governor Laughton, were specially in- 
vited guests, though some of them were 
not present. 


That the attendance of Nevadans was 


not what it would have been under 
more favorable circumstances will 
create no surprise, but if those who 
made fortunes in this State and ex- 
pend them in California, attended the 
celebration a fair proportion of the 
wealthy men of San Francisco was 
present at the exercises. Some of the 
richest men in San Francisco made 
their fortunes in the Sagebrush State. 
The Bank of California, the Nevada 
Bank, the Palace and Baldwin hotels, 
Sutro Heights, the Mills building and 
numerous others were built with Ne- 
vada capital, yet few of those who 
made millions in the sagebrush are 
among the subscribers to the Nevada 
Exhibit Fund and few of them assisted 
in celebrating Nevada Day at the Mid- 
winter Exposition. 


the outer door. This was easily ac- 
complished, but when the inuer door 
was reached some difficulty \vas ex- 
perienced, as even after the combina- 
tion lock was manipulated the door 
refused to open, tho bolts from long 
disuse sticking fast. 


This was soon overcome, however, 


entrance was finally effected, and the 
assembled officials stepped within the 
inclosure where lay piled up millions. 
On the inside door, fastened by healing 
wax, was a sheet of foolscap paper con- 
taining the statement that $33,000,000 
had been placed there on February 7, 
1890, with Major Melme of tho treasury, 
B. F. Butler of the mint bureau and 
James C. Eyster of tho miut present, 
and that, further, $17,000,000 more had 
been sealed up on May 26, 1893. 


The vault emitted a damp, musty 


odor when opened. Under the glare of 
the electric light the great wealth 
of stored silver WHS visible. There it 
lays in bags just as it had been placed, j 
There were 50,000 bags, each containing 
^1,000 in shining coin. These bags uero 
piled up on top of each other, the top- 
most almost reaching tho arched ceil- 
ing of tho vault, nearly nine feet high. 


The whole mass had been arranged 


in different stacks. The first stack 
was thirteen bags high aud eight acrosa. 
Just in the rear of this was a second 
stack, while still further back loomed 
up a third. This, though, represents 
only one eectiou of the vault. Alto- 
gether there are nine. The weight of 
this great amount of silver ia 2,850,000 
pounds avoirdupois, and tho tremen- 
dous pressure of the upper bags upon 
the lower had caused a number of the 
latter to burst, causing their glistening 
contents to spread out upon the floor. 


The inspection of tho vault was 


followed by tha weighing of the coin, 
the bag containing $1,000 was taken up- 
stairs, and when it^ contents as to 
weight was determined it was taken back 
and used as a counter for the rest. Aa 
nearly all the bags were more or less 
moldy, this will necessitate rebaggmg 
the money, which is 110 slight task of 
itself. 


It will be nearly two months before 


the work of counting this vast hoard of 
minted mouey is completed.

From Becoming- Alarmed. 


English financiers have at last made 


! tbe discovery that the United States is 
in debt away beyond its capacity to 
piy interest, and have been making 
calculations as to how the Americans 
will pay their interest when the Euro- 
peans get tired of collecting it in more 
promises to pay. J. W. Cross, a prom- 
inent English banker, estimates that 
the yearly interest due Europeans by j 
the United States amounts to $325,000,- 


000. 
About one-half of this interest 


has been collected in wheat, cotton, 
gold and silver, the other half being 
collected in what is called gilt-edged 
securities. As these shrewd Europeans 
hold bonds and mortgages on every 
other country that produces wheat, 
cotton, gold and silver, and as the 
struggle to produce these articles to 
pay interest is becoming more pressing, 
as the amount of the debts increase, 
the refusal of the bondholders to ac- 
cept more promises to pay for back in- 
terest means a reign of terror for the 
debtors. As the debts increased, the 
price of commodities went down, and 
it takes twice aa much wheat or cotton 
to pay 'a dollar on interest account as 
it did fifteen years ago. It looks as if 
the people have got to do some tall 
rustling if they maintain their credit 
abroad any longer. 


Let us take a look at the ledger and 


see how the 
account stands after 


twenty-eight years of the contraction 
of the currency and twenty-eight years 
of the inflation of debts. On the first 
page we find these few items of debt:

EDITOB JOUBNAL—DEAR SIR:—In the 


leading editoral in your paper of this 
date headed, "The value of imports," 
you use, as a reason for the mighty 
falling off in the value of wool import- 
ed the following language: 


"As we do not produce more than 


one-half the wool required for clothing 
and the fulling off in importations of 
that article, raw and manufactured, 
in nine months has been over $27,000,- 
000 the inference is that the people are 
wearing old clothes or cotton goods. It 
is surmised, however, that there has 
been a great increase in the quantity 
of shoddy imported. The thrifty man- 
ufacturers use, according to report, 
from fifty to ninety per cent of im- 
ported woolen rags,worked into shoddy 
in the manufacture of woolen goods. 
This, it is claimed, accounts to a great 
extent for the low price of wool in the 
United States, which to-day is two or 
three cents lower than the tariff. In 
the interest of tho manufacturer and 
against the interest of the goolgrower 
shoddy is admitted (Comparatively; 
free."

statement—about shoddy being admit- 
ted free—so often, and seen it in demo- 
cratic papers, and heard it from demo- 
cratic orators so frequently that you 
really believe it,and yet there is no state- 
ment made by the Democratic orators 
and the Democratic press that is more 
unqualifiedly false, and that is saying 
a good deal.
